DEFENCE COUNCIL ACTS

Issues Specific Instructions
for General Enrolment

Next Thursday.

Martin Conboy, Director of tlie Draft
for New York city, reminded all men
between 18 and 45 yesterday that their
registration In the State census does
not relieve them from the duty of regis-teri-

'next Thursday under the selec-

tive service taw mid the President's
proclamation. Many persons. Mr. Con-bo- y

said, seem to labor under the Im-

pression that State registration relieved
them from draft registration.

The registration card which Is to be
filled out by about 1S.0OO.Q00 clttiens
next Thursday contain only the sim-

plest and most fundamental queries.
Registrants must write down their full
names, their permanent home addresses,
their age In years, their date .of birth,
their racial origin, their cltltenihtp,
present occupation, employer's: name,
place of employment or business, and
the name and address of their nearest
relative.

Subsequently they wilt be requited
to fill In questionnaires calling for
vast amount of detailed Information.

The New York State Defence Council
has Issued a statement showing Jutt
who must register, when, where and
how, making clear to all who are In
the coming draft what they must do to
comply with the law.

How Absentee May TleBlster.
It states that all male persons who

have attained their eighteenth birthday
and have not reached their forty-Bixt- h

on or before September 12, 1918, must
register unless they have already done

o on June B, 1917, or 1918, or on Au-
gust 24 of this year, and are not In the
military or riaval service of tho United
Rtntea. Registration day will be Sep-
tember II.

local boards which have Jurisdiction
where the person to be registered per-
manently resides or other places desig-
nated by that board will be the places
for registration.

Registrants must go In person to their
local boards. If you expect to be away
on September 12 go at once to the of-

fice of the local board In the district
where you are and have your registra-
tion enrd filled out and certified. Mall
It to the local board having Jurisdiction
where you permanently reside, Inclosing
a stamped envelope with
your card for the return of your reg-
istration certificate. Failure to obtain
this certificate may cause serious In-

convenience. The registration card
must be mailed In time to reach the
homo local board by registration day.

A special registrar will visit the hos-
pitals In each district September 12 to
register those who are confined therein.
If you are In doubt as to what to do or
where to register, consult your . local
board.

Punishment for Failure.
Failure hi register Is a misdemeanor

punlshah by Imprisonment for one
year, und il may result In the loss of
valuable rights and privileges and im-

mediate induction Into military service.
Capt. David Asch of the Adjutant-General- 's

office said yesterday It would
not be, necessary for men subject to tho
next draft to carry birth certificates, but
that it would be advisable for men under
18 yearn and above 4D to do so. It Is
hoped that this announcement will stop
the deluge of applications for birth cer-
tificates at the office of the Hoard of
Health.

Henry MacDonald of the Mayor's
Committee on National Defence an-

nounced yesterday that the committee
will open an Information bureau on Mon-
day for the benefit of tho men who fall
within the. draft ages. The bureau will
be located In 'the Adjutant's office and
Inquirers are asked to telephone to
Worth 9060 for Information. New tele
phone lines have been installed in that
office to Handle the expected business.

WHITMAN IN LEAD

AS 'DRY' NOMINEE

Returns So Far, Received Give
' il?... ti i li.nun .Majority ni : 1 1 ,

Over Bishop.

On tlie basis of returns received from
twenty-si- x of the sixty-tw- o counties In
tho State, Indicating that Gov. Whitman
had received In them a net majority of
217 as the candidate for Governor on
the Prohibition ticket, his friends last
night were hopeful that complete re-

turns would show that he had captured
the nomination from Olln H. lllshop, the
regular designee.

This would be a considerable victory
for the Governor, whoso name did not
appear on the Prohibition ballot. How-
ever, leading members of the party at
the eleventh hour circulated a letter
saying that (Mr Bishop did not wmit
the nomination and asked that members
of the party write In the name of the
Governor. Inasmuch as the Prohibi-
tionists cast 2l,33 votes for their can-
didate for Governor two ears ago, and
with the women, voting this year have
an enrolment of rT,19S, the Prohibition
nomination. In addition to that of one
of the leading parties. Is not to he
sneesed nt. It might easily be the de-

ciding1 factor in an election.
At the Whitman headquarters It was

understood that the majorities In each
of the twenty-si- x counties were based
on complete figures, except In the case of
Steuben The number of election dis-

tricts Included In the appended table Is

2.842 o'lt of a total of 5.781 In the
entire State Whitman carries sixteen
of the counttes-nn- d- Bishop ten. It has
been Impossible to get the returns from
New York county yet. Onondaga and
Monroe nr still missing.
